4. Dr* Doeheff reiterates tbs well -known charges against Dimitrov 
tear Ms political activities and squandering of American funds during 
hie trips to Europe without accomplishing the organ! ration of any anti* 
CossBclst activity, and warns that "the Bulgarian nation feels not only 
pearled and astonished bet even considering its future doattny seriously 
endangered and jeopardised haview of the fact that It the Bol^rian 
cation should join the fle stem rowers, it will afso be obliged to ate- 
cept and tolerate the favorite of tte Sest* Dr* 0* M. fikaltrov." 

7. Without entering into the oorlts of the author’s allegations 
eoBsemlng Or* uieitrov'a political activities sod party connections 
itt Algeria • which perhaps are not entirely without foundation * we 
have sufficient evident# on record In this office to ehow that there 
Is considerable substance to the o bargee against Dr* Dlnltrov for his 
polltlcsl activities since be left Algeria . and his exploitation of 
the Bulgarian national cooalttee. 
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
